CONGRESS AND THE RAILROADS. 

The House of Representatives on Monday 
passed a resolution declaring that the Constitu- 
tion confers upon Congress the power to regu- 
late commerce between the States, and that 
this power includes the right to prescribe rates 
of tolls for the transportation of passengers and 
freights passing from one State to another. 
This resolution was adopted by a vote of 170 to 
64. Fortunately or unfortunately, resolutions 
of this kind in Congress amount to very little as in- 
dications of the intended action even of the House 
that adopts them. The same House, in March 
a year ago, six times voted down the Back-Pay 
bill, the members intending all the time to pass 
it, and this they eventually did. Members who 
voted against the repeai of the salary-grab may 
endeavor to conciliate public sentiment by 
voting for such a resolution as this, but they 
are sadly mistaken if they suppose it will be of 
any avail as an offset at the next election.

NEW YORK TAX-DELINQUENCIES. 

Tax troubles are not confined to Illinois. If 
it be any consolation for one person in misery 
to know that there is another person still more 
miserable than himself, then Illinois may con- 
sole itself that New York isa great deal worse 
off. The Assembly of that State having re- 
cently called upon the Comptroiler to furniah 
the names of the several County Treasurers in 
arrears on account of State taxes, and the amounts 
due at the close of the last fiscal year, 
he has sent in his report, showing that 47 
counties are in arrears, and that the balances 
due on account of the State tax on Jan. 27, 1874,

We fear that they 
have not sufficiently calculated the strength of 
the enemy, but have been actuated by the glow- 
ing visions, the rash, headlong, and reckless 
precipitancy of youth, which has so often armed 
itself and set forth to conquer the world, only 
to find itself vanquished by some unexpected 
dragon at the very outset of its career. We fear 
that the Patrons of Husbandry, noble as their 
purpose and desirable as its cousummajion may 
be, have made no allowances for the perversity

It has been 
determined by the Supreme Court repeatedly 
that the power to regulate commerce be- 
tween the States and with foreign coun- 
tries is vested exclusively in the Gen- 
eral Government and cannot pe exercised 
by the States.

transported. Congress has repeatedly exescised 
the power to regulate the comrerce with foreign 
nations and between the States, and there is 
quite a code of laws governing the management 
of vessels engaged in the interual and foreign 
commerce, aad intended to prevent accidents, 
loss of Rfe and property, and for .ecuring the 
health and comfort of passengers. This is 
strictly legitimate and warranted by the power 
to “regulate.” Does that power extend to the 
fixing of the rates to be charged on steamboats 
and sail-vessels ou the lakes and rivers, and on 
sea-going vessels for the transportation of pas- 
sengers or freight? Is that a regulation? 

If this power to regulate includes the right to 
prescribe maximum rates for transportation, and 
it should be exereised by Congress, it is, accord- 
ing to Mr. Morton, to be applied exclusively to 
inter-State travel ar freights. How is Congress 
to apply this regulating process except by es- 
tablishing uniform rates per mile ? Shall this rate 
be gauged by what woulda be fair for long distances, 
or by what would be fair for short distances? 
Shall 100 miles, or 1,000 miles, be the standard 
in computing a fair and reasonable rate? In 
either case, there will be oppression and injury 
to localities. The complaint of excessive tolls 
on railroads has never been against the rates for 
long distances; the complaint is confined to 
local rates. At this time, the rates on all classes 
of freight from Chicago to the Atlantic by rail 
are very low, and are at all times relatively low 
as. compared with local rates. Any rate which 
would enabie a railroad to carry catile from Al- 
bany to Boston would be prohibitory if applied 
to the entire distance from Kansas City to 
Boston. 

The most serious objection to the assumption 
of these powers by Congress lies in the fact that 
it will compel the railway companies to go to 
Washington, to maintain a lobby there, and to 
spend money for purposes of corruption. They 
will look upon this species of legisiation as a 
matter of life and death, and will leave no stone 
unturned, no appliance untried, to shape such 
legislation to their own ends. Localities and in- 
terests unfavorably affected will do the same 
thing. Congress will become either a gigantic 
bear garden or an auction shop—the latter

one of geal without knowledge. In the cotton 
States, only one stalk of corn will grow in a hill, 
and only fifteen bushels can be got from an acre. 
In the corn-growing States of the Northwest, 
sixty bushels can be secured from the same area, 
and with the same amount of labor. The 
cotton States are the largest custom- 
ers of the corn-growing States. The ef- 
ficiency of labor at the South engaged 
in the production of cotton is relatively as great 
as that of Northern labor in the production of 
corn; and, vice versa, the inefficiency of labor at 
the South in corn-growing is about the same as 
that of the North in cotton-growing. To advise 
the planters under such circumstances to raise 
more corn is to impair and lessen the efficiency 
of labor in the South, and to devote a Still 
larger share of Northern corp to the purposes of 
fuel. If the Southern farmers go into the grain 
business, and thus add to the surplus already 
existing, how soon will the Northern farmers do 
away with the system of credits and mortgages 
of which they complain? This a bad start for 
the Patrons of Huibandry in their crusade 
against a world full of evils. The damage likely 
to result from the memorial to the cotton-plant- 
ers will be small, however, because they will not 
follow the advice given by the National Grange.

PROPOSED WAREHOUSE CHANGES. 

We print in another part of this morning’s 
paper anew Warehouse bill, prepared by Mr. 
Williamson, and introduced into the State Sen- 
ate day before yesterday. It proposes to trans- 
fer to the Registrar the powers now vested in 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners for the control and regulation of 
warehouses of Class A, and provides that 
the Registrar shall be appointed by 
the Governor. It is required that the 
Registrar shall be s person acquainted 
with the business of warehousing, and the issu- 
ing and canceling of receipts, but not interested 
directly or indirectly, in any warehouse. His 
salary is fixed at $4,000 a year, and he is allowed 
such assistants, office, books, etc., as may be 
necessary to the discharge of his duties. The 
main purpose of the bill seems to be the central- 
ization of the controlling power in one person, 
who shall be on the spot, as it requires the ap- 
pointment of a Registrar for every city which 
contains warehouses of Claes A,—that is, public 
warehouses where grain is mixed, in cities of not 
less than 100,000 population. 

The requirements of the proposed law are

80 
they have applied to Congress, and on Tuesday 
last Senator Gordon, of Georgia, introduced the 
modest little bill, directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue to the Atlantic & Great West- 
ern Canal Confpany national currency in the 
sum of $80,000 a mile to aid in the construction 
of the canal; the United States to take as col. 
latens al security the first-mortgage bonds of the 
Company. Wehave not before us the figures 
showing the exact length of the proposed ditch, 
but as the canal would be useless without the 
improvement of the Tennessee River and the 
branch to Mobile, we may assume that the dis- 
tance to be constructed and fitted for navigation 
will not be less than 600 miles. This at $80,000 
per mile would only amount to $48,000,000, or 
$21,000,000 less than was loaned to the Union 
Pacific Railroad. 

The State of Virginia has a scheme of the 
same kind. She has a narrow and shallow ditch, 
begun in the days of Washington, which was 
intended to connect the Atlantic with the Ohio 
River. This last-century canal was, of course, 
never completed, and its western end is lost 
somewhere in the mountains. Virginia now 
proposes to give this canal to the General 
Government op the simple condition that it 
lock and dam the Kanawha River, and connect it 
by a new canal and a ten-mile tunnel with the 
old one on the easterh side of the mountains. 
The new work, according to the estimate, will 
cost $47,000,000. This is for a canal 100 feet 
wide and 7 feet deep. But the old canal, 237 
miles long, is only 50 feet wide at the waver-line 
and 5 feet deep. All this would have to bere- 
constructed at 4 cost of $40,000,000. There is 
an outstanding debt of about $15,000,000, making 
in all for this work only $100,000,000. 

Then comes the Ohio River. The opening of 
a “great water-route to the Ohio River 
assumes a good stage of water in that river, 
which, unfortunately, is not always a fact. The 
Commission appointed to discover why that 
river is so shallow has recently reported, with 
due gravity, that it is on account of a want of 
water; and eney recommend that Congress shall 
purchase some one of the great valleys in Penn- 
sylvania, and, by damming it, construct an 
immense tank or reservoir to catch water 
when it rains, and to supply the Ohio River hen 
it runs dry. The cost of this section of the 
great water-route—that is, putting the Ohio 
River into navigable order, and supplying it with 
water—will be about $75,000,000 more. Here, 
then, there are two great water-routes, each one 
of which, when completed, will furnish the 
farmers of the West with the means of reaching 
the Atlantic from Iowa; in possibly six, but cer- 
tainly in eight, weeks from the day of starting. 
In these days of active industry, the return to 
horses and mules as a motive power for hauling 
wheat and corn 1,500 to 2,000 miles to market is 
one of the problems that do no strike the human 
mind favorably or forcibly.

The adoption of 
such a policy as this is the only plan by which 
appropriations can be kept from overrunning the 
tax. Its necessity in this State has been often 
shown. Its necessity in New York is shown by 
the fact that, of this immense amount in arroars, 
nearly four-fifths is on account of a tax levied 
to make good the deficiency between the tax of 
one year and the sppropriation of the next, 
which the County Treasurers refuse to pay over.
